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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 16-20, 25, 26, 28, 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being clearly anticipated by Halperin et al '434. 

Halperin et al disclose a lead body 12 comprising a sensor capsule 20. The 
examiner is considering a first lumen to comprise pin lumen 38 and inner coiled wire 
conductor 16 to comprise a first conductor. Feed-through pin 80 is considered a high 
voltage electrode coupled to the conductor wirel 6. 

Regarding claim 16, nose element 78 provides a slot interlocking the distal 
projection of sensor capsule 20. 

Regarding claims 18 and 19, urethane covering 82 provides an outer tube 
including an opening approximately aligned with the window comprising diaphragm 54. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5, 7, 21-24, 27 and 31-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Halperin et al '434. 

Regarding claims 5 and 27, one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it 
obvious to reduce the voltage coupled to the IC chip 64 because it is well known IC 
chips require low voltage and high voltages are well known to damage the intricate 
circuits within the chips. 

Regarding claim 7, one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to 
provide a fluid infusion tube to medicate a heart to increase cardiac pressure adjacent 
to diaphragm 54 while monitoring a cardiac chamber pressure because it is well known 
to infuse a patient suffering from heart failure. 

Regarding claims 21-24 and 31-33, one of ordinary skill in the art would have 
found it obvious to provide a the electrical connections supporting the elements 62 and 
64 with a bus to allow for ease of manufacture and for access to testing the sensor unit 
20. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 8-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: The claimed features of a second lumen and a 
second open-sided channel extending along the middle portion as claimed are not 
shown by the prior art of record nor rendered obvious. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ishio et al '389 disclose a related pressure sensor adaptable for 
use with a medical lead.
